W ashington, Jan. IO.— “Tho Repub­ 


lican congressional committee w ill op­ 
pose to the full extent of it3 power 
the principles of insurgency and w ill 
advocate the nomination and election 
of regular and loyal Republicans.” 
This declaration, which removes all 
doubt of the attitude of the committee 
and must silence all denials that it is 
flooding the mails w ith m aterial to 
defeat those members of the Repub­ 
lican party who have the tem erity to 
oppose Cannonism, is quoted from a 
statem ent prepared by the committee. 
The comm ittee, according 
to 
the 
statem ent: 
“Concedes the right and privilege of 
individual opinion and its expression, 
but m aintains witn the president th a' 
there must be party solidarity if the 
best legislation and adm inistration is 
to be attained.” 
It appears from the statem ent that 
the com m ittee dots not consider it 
w ithin its jurisdiction “to take any 
part in the contest for renomination.'' 
The comm ittee claims 
that it 
is 
within its province to “distribute lit­ 
erature upholding principles and pol­ 
icies of the Republican party, support­ 
ing the president and his adm inistra­ 
tion and giving facts concerning com­ 
pleted and proposed legislation.” 
It also proposes to “criticise and 
condemn those who oppose the ad­ 
m inistration and the acts of the party 
and those who aid and give comfort 
to such opponents.” 


Refutes Claims of Insurgents. 


Embodied in the statem ent is an 
argument advanced by the committee : 
“to refute the claims of insurgents 
who voted against the tariff bill and 
who continue to assert that the tariff 
was not revised In accordance with 
Republican pledges.” 
Paying its respects to “a prominent 
insurgent senator,” the comm ittee de- I 
clares tnat his assertions “that higher 
prices are due to the tariff are mad 1 j 
because he is grossly ignorant or mu- i 
liclously dishonest.” 
This has reference to an interview 
of Senator Clapp, recently printed in 
the columns of a St. Paul paper. 
A reason advanced by the commit- , 
tee for opposing the re-election of in- j 
surgent Republicans is that Mr. Bryan j 
and Democratic senators advise "that I 
no Democratic nominations be made 
against certain insurgent members, 
the committee asserting that this posh I 
tion is taken because the “insurgents 
are at heart and by voice and vote I 
good enough Democrats.” 
“Insurgent senators and representa- j 
tives have openly boasted,” the com­

have their own way even if it put the j 
Democratic party in power.

NEED CF MORE FARMERS. 


Secretary Wilson Discusses Cause of 
Increased Cost of Living. 
Secretary Wilson of the department 
of agriculture at W asb'ngtfn says that 
what the United States needs are more 
farmers. Discussing the increased cost 
of living today, Mr. Wilson said that 
he was organizing his forces to make 
a thorough inquiry into the reasons un­ 
derlying the difference between whole­ 
sale and retail prices of food products. 
“Too many people are engaged In the 
business of distribution,” M r. Wilson 
said. 
“ W hat we need is more farm ­ 
ing. 
Too many people are rushing to 
the town and city and trying to make 
a living there, and not enough are 
Rtaylug in the country. Too many peo­ 
ple are trying to get along without 
work, and not enough of them are in 
the business of producing something. 
“One man could do the business of 
distribution where tw enty are now- en­ 
gaged in it. 
That is the reason why 
the cost of living is high and people 
are complaining. 
People must learn 
that they cannot get along without 
work, and the best place for them is 
on the farm , where they can raise 
something."

The new locomotives of the M allet 
articulated

So to obviate the difficulty the 
builders have placed the cart before 
Ole horse, as it were, aud are building 
the locomotives to run backward with 
the tender attached to the pilot.

Former Chines# Minister and Li Hung 
Chang Dared Not Even Suggest Rail­ 
ways Once— Remarkable Revolution 
In Sentiment In Twenty Years. 


Wu Ting Fang, the former Chinese 
minister, who was interviewed at New 
York a few days before he sailed for 
China, spoke on the question of rail­ 
road building In China and imparted 
some startling facts. 
“(J U n a for tho Chinese” is, accord­ 
ing to Mr. Wu, the motto of the Chi­ 
nese so far as railroads in their coun­ 
try are concerned, nnd the fault, lie 
says, lies with Americans. To make 
this clear lie gave a brief history of i 
Chinese railroads. 


L i H u n g C h a n g 's S tr a te g y . 
“Tw enty years ago," he said, "Ll 
Hung Chang, whose legal adviser and ; 
secretary I was, was the only Chinese j 
statesman who favored the building a1 , 
railroads in China, 
lie knew that it I 
was useless to try to persuade the Chi ; 
nest* by argum ent of the advisability ; 
of having railroads, but lie felt that if I 
they could once see a railroad in oper 
atlon they would want them all ovei ; 
the empire, where traveling is so dim- 
cult th at many persons live and die 
without stirring from their native vil­ 
lages. I.i Hung Chang dared not ask 
the imperial sanction for building the 
first railroad. 
“Ile got around the difficulty by haw 
ing me construct a road from a mine 
to the bank of a river that passed 
through no towns or villages even, so 
that no sanction was necessary. This 
road was ten miles long. People flock 
ed to see It and were so favorably im 
pressed that when Ll Hung Chung 
asked the emperor’s permission to ex 
tend the road to the city of Tientsin ii 
was granted. All opposition to the rail 
road among the Chinese died out. 
Network of Roads Soon. 
“The Chinese now are so strongly Id 
favor of railroads that in a few years 
the whole country will be covered by 
a network of them, but they want to 
do it themselves. 
As they have nei­ 
ther the money nor tile experience the 
work is progressing much more slow 
ly than it should. 
But they persist in 
the ‘China for the Chinese’ policy. 
“Now, I am as loyal and patriotic as 
any Chinaman, but I recognize the dif­ 
ference between a foreign capitalist 
like the lute Calvin Brice and an ex 
ploiter, and I hope to make my coun­ 
trymen see the difference, too, but it 
will take a lot of diplomacy. 
“There Is a great future for China­ 
men with n knowledge of railroading. 
I continually adviso young men who 
come from China to study in the Unit­ 
ed States to take It up. aud more and 
more of them arc taking my advice.”

Several years ago it was written of 
Count Leo Tolstoy, the Russian nov­ 
elist, philosopher nnd reformer, that 
while he was in no sense a popular 
author his books bad a wider circula­ 
tion than those of any other writer 
living at that time. 
Ills books have 
been translated into no less than forty­ 
five different languages nnd dialects. 
The man whose views were thus dis­ 
seminated 
throughout 
the 
civilized 
world su c ceed s In achieving his aim 
to make his life nu open book to be 
read of all mankind. 
Born to wealth. 
he renounced the world when he real­ 
ized its vanities and retired to his es­ 
tate to live the life of a farm er and 
to preach in his writings the doctrines 
of humanity. 
In the quiet of Yasnaya 
Polynnn, his estate in southern Rus­ 
sia, Tolstoy, working side by side with 
the benighted and ignorant Russian 
peasants, became a philosopher, an ex­ 
pounder of Biblical teachings and an 
exponent of the creed that every man 
should earn his bread by the sweat of 
his brow. 
Once a lady philanthropist crossed 
the Russian frontier to visit Tolstoy. 
Ushered into the presence of the phi­ 
losopher. she uttered the usual con­ 
ventional greetings and explanations 
of her visit, while he eyed her silently 
and in abstraction, "as lf,” she said 
afterward, "ho were quietly turning 
back the top of my head and looking 
at 
the thoughts Inside.” 
When she 
had finished speaking he touched lier 
arm, which was covered, as was the 
fashion at that time, with a large 
sleeve, and said: “Why do you wrap 
so much cloth on your arms?

YOUNG SCULPTOR’S HONOR. 


Miss Belle Kinney to Model Confeder­ 
ate Woi. -n's Memorial Statue. 
Miss 
Belle 
Kinney 
of Nashville, 
Tenn., recently signed a contract with 
the committee of Confederate Veterans 
appointed at the last re-union, held 
in Birmingham, for supplying the me­ 
morial statue to the women of the 
Confederacy, a replica of which, it 
Is contemplated, shall be placed upon 
the capitol grounds of each of the 
original Confederate states. The price 
agreed to lie paid Miss Kinney for her 
design is $3,000, this to cover the cost 
of the first and each subsequent statue 
purchased, and the committee agrees 
to take no fewer than ten. 
In the concluding competition which 
resulted in tile selection of Miss Kin­ 
ney’s design 
there were 
only 
two 


models 
submitted, that of Miss Kin­ 
ney and one by Louis Potter, a New 
York sculptor. 
The committee of vet­ 
erans, headed by General Julian S. 
Carr of Durham, N. C., as chairman, 
spent some time in inspecting the two 
models 
and 
weighing 
the 
various 
points of each. 
The statue is to be of bronze, eight 
feet in height, and represents the God­ 
dess of Fame as the central figure, 
placing a wreath upon the head of the 
Confederate woman, who is pictured 
as reclining, exquisitely featured, with 
an expression of sadness, typifying the 
self sacrificing southern women of war 
time. 
This woman’s figure is on the 
right of tile central figure, 
Fame, 
which is represented as supporting on 
her left the figure of a dying Confed­ 
erate soldier, to whom the southern 
woman is extending even in death 
the palm of victory. 
Miss Kinney is one of the most suc­ 
cessful of the young sculptors in the 
United States. 
She is the daughter of 


the late Daniel Kinney of Nashville 
and, although only twenty-two years 
old, already has received marked rec­ 
ognition in the art world. 
She re­ 
ceived her art education at the Art 
institute of Chicago, where she taught 
sculpture in the summer of 1908. 
She 
received the contract for the design­ 
ing!;^ the Jere Baxter statue at Nash­ 
ville before she wTas of legal age to 
sign the contract. 
Among her class 
works at the Chicago institute which 
received special praise from her in 
structors was the modeling of one of 
the figures for “The Spirit of the 
Mines.”

we. 
But love and pride for our Hag 
should not obscure our reason, ii *r 
our purpose to promote 
the 
com­ 
mon welfare. 
We would feel deep­ 
ly humiliated to see our flag waving 
over the great seas as an emblem of 
taxation and .as indicative of g reat­ 
er privation to our people for its 
m aintenance. 
Our flag is an emblem 
of liberty and progress. 
It is, how­ 
ever, but the ensign .and not the sub­ 
stance. 
W hether subsidy will add 
to these is first a practical question; 
secondly a sentim ental one. But sen­ 
tim ent may well abide its tim e for I 
proper solution of the practical side. 
Advocates of subsidy point to the 
fact as an argum ent in support of the 
measure, th a t England, France, Ger­ 
many, Japan, and many other coun­ 
tries, pay subsidies. In none of these, 
however, are the people as prosper­ 
ous as in our own. 
Subsidy may not 
be the reason. 
But let the subsidy 
advocates tell w hat would be the con­ 
sequences if all countries would pay 
ship subsidy on equal terms. 
The ef­ 
fect would be to give one industry a 
premium to he paid for by the peo­ 
ple. 
Subsidy, if subsidy there shall h* 
should he based on practical, and r 
on sentim ental grounds. 
If It serve 1 
the common welfare, all 
Americans 
would be glad to see American pro 
ducts and American travelers car­ 
ried on shins flying 
the 
American 
flag. 
But if not, they would not bt 
willing to have themselves taxed for 
the benefit of the few who can afford 
to travel on the sea. 
lf we are to m aintain a great navy, 
and m any favor such a policy, wo 
could reduce the expense of keeping 
one, by subsidizing the 
classes 
of 
ships th a t could, in case of necessity, 
be practically converted for naval 
service. 
Our navy would cost less, 
if a p art of the ships could,, in tim e 
when not required for actual naval 
service, be kept busy carrying our 
mails and serve as a m erchantm arine, 
If th a t were the prime object, a part 
of the burden would be shifted from 
the navy to the m erchant marine. 
The bills heretofore considered by 
congress have not prim arily sought 
to strengthen the navy, but rath e r 
the m erchant m arine trade, a t the 
expense of the people. 
Those seeking subsidy do not stint 
in their appeal to labor, not so much 
on account of their solicitude for la­ 
bor, as to secure the political influ­ 
ence of labor iii aid of subsidy. 
If 
they were solicitous for labor, they 
ould do better to ask the governm ent 
to pay a direct bonus to American 
seamen employed on American ships. 
The motive of those seeking subsidy, 
however, does not exclude the fact 
th a t labor may be really benefited, 
and therefore It is well to inquire in­ 
to it, in a spirit of interest for labor, 
as a first and not secondary cause. 
The more round-about method used 
to employ labor, the more labor is 
taxed to m aintain interm ediary agen­ 
cies. 
All the burdens of production 
rest on labor in some form. W ho can 
explain how' a subsidy,'most of which 
would be retained by shipowners, 
would ultim ately help labor, to which 
but a small p art of it is paid? 
It is 
this round-about process, th ru a m ul­ 
tiplicity of 
interm ediary 
agencies, 
th a t has put the price of necessities 
so high th a t life is a serious problem 
to all who m aintain themselves by 
daily toil. 
Surely no one would an ­ 
swer the query with the tim e worn 
statem ent th a t it would give addi­ 
tional em ployment to labor, for la­ 
bor will get its best results only from 
an economical distribution of em ­ 
ployment, rath e r then by creating ad­ 
ditional work to be done, unless such 
work actually supplies necessities. 
We can m aintain several tim es our 
present population in prosperity equal

NEW STAMPEDES iii 
ALASKA NEXT VEAR 


Predictions of Great Activity In the 


Iditarod 
Placers, 
the 
Chitina 


Copper Region and Sushitna’s 


Gold Quartz Belt. 


Throe different mining stampedes, 
•ach distinct In character, are predict­ 
ed for Alaska next summer, aud one 
o f them is on In the depth of this pres­ 
ent winter. To the Iditarod placer dig­ 
gings men are now toiling over the 
snow trails in u 
wild chase fur a 
share of Hie undoubted riches tirst 
found there last season. Into the great 
copper belt of the Chitina basin there 
will lie another Julius of miners and 
prospectors next July when the Cop­ 
per River and Northwestern railroad 
readies the outer edge of the district, 
Still another group, the gold quartz 
miners, will dock to Kenai peninsula 
urn! the Susbitna valley us hoou as the 
snow has gone to follow up the recent 
Moose pass and Willow creek strikes. 
It would seem then that Alaska has 
finally advanced to the quartz mining 
stage, and to this may be udded In 11)10 
coal mining in the Bering river tlelds. 
This change really marks a most im­ 
portant milestone In the development 
of tin* northern territory. 
I Macer min­ 
ing produces much gold, but It Is not a 
permanent resource, does not make u 
permanent population or even warrant, 
us a rule, the building of railroads. 
Quartz mining does. 
The placer tlelds 
o f the 
Iditarod and 
Innoko rivers, 
which are said to In- larger in extent 
even than the Klondike tlelds, are sure 
to yield many large fortunes. 
If the 
held proves us rich as the present 
showing would indicate the district 
will have a population of IO,ODO within 
a 
twelvemonth. 
Already 
there are 
2,OOO men where a year ago there were 
hardly a dozen. 
The excitement re­ 
sulting will be great, and the romantic 
story of the Klondike and Nome will 
be repeated. 
But It would be most ex­ 
ceptional if ten years from now should 
see any Important placer mining going 
on in that now almost un prosper* ted 
region. 
It will simply be worked out. 
jt is differ^’ t vviHj tiny Chitina coo­ 


per region. 
There is a known belt ut 
mineralized rock 120 miles long atm 
eight or ten miles wide, and, though 
this bolt may also be said to tie not 
half prospected, there are thirty-five 
or more groups of claim s on it. 
One 
or two of these have been so far de­ 
veloped that there is assurance of a 
large ore supply for generations. 
So 
sure is the future of this region that 
capital Is spending $10,000,000 on a 
railroad from the sea 200 miles inland 
to tap It. 
Vet there is every possibil­ 
ity that dozens of other properties still 
unknown may equal that one or two 
The Chitina region had never been en 
tered except by a few miners, en 
gineers and Indians, so that when tin* 
railroad, now IOO miles inland, reaches 
the month of tile Chitina river, thirty- 
live miles farther, next summer, prac­ 
tically an entirely new country, the 
future activity of which is assured be 
forehand, will be opened up. 
At pres 
cut ingress Is possible only by long 
trail trips over a very rough country, a 
condition that will be changed almost 
in a flash within ti few months. 
The 
result to those who know what pinned 
conditions are is apparent. 
Another new mining field that gives 
great promise of attracting large Durn 
hers of pioneers next summer Is that 
north of Seward, on Kenai peninsula 
This is old placer country, In which 
some of the mother lodes have recent­ 
ly been discovered and are proving 
very rich. 
Tills country is still very 
difficult of access beyond Cook Inlet, 
as there 
are 
not even 
government 
trails, but a railroad is on its way in 
land to the Matnnuska coal fields, and 
the Alaska road commission has prom­ 
ised next summer to build a 
trail 
northward in this valley and across 
the mountains to the headwaters of 
the Kuskoquim on the way to the 
Iditarod diggings. 
This will give a 
great 
impetus 
to 
both 
quartz arid 
placer mining along the line and will 
allow 
the 
development 
of 
several 
quartz propositions. 
The railroad out of Seward already 
crosses the peninsula seventy 
miles 
and with now government trails has 
this last year made available much 
gold quartz country of great promise. 
On the whole, the most conservative 
Investigator must admit that Alaska’s 
greatest mining days are of the future 
und that the mineral wealth produo 
lion will be in tho steady ascendant 
from now’ onward.

Yet 
as events turned out IhOJ was more 
celebrated in its own right than in J 
what it 
rivalled. 
In discovery, 
in 
aeronautics and In political progress it j 
made Its deep and lasting mark. 


Peary Reaches the Goal. 


The year 1009 will be remembered 
through all tho ages as that on which 
a human being first reached the north 
pole. 
This had been the goal of ex 
plorers for centuries. 
On April (J Com 
mandcr Robert E. Peary, accompanied 
by Matt llenson and several Eskimos, 
nailed the stars and stripes to the apex 
of the world, and the last great terra 
incognita, or, rather, aqua incognita, 
for the pole is in the midst o f a frozen 
sea, was reached. 
A few days before 
Peary emerged with his momentous 
news Dr. Frederick A. Cook, another 
American explorer who bad been in 
the arctic regions for more than a 


fT\Tfl. F ro fh F ie polar fog surrounding 
the affa!” emerge two figures, each su­ 
preme in its own field—one the verita­ 
ble discoverer of the north pole, the 
other the most astounding and monu­ 
mental faker in history. 
As for Peary, his fam e is secure in 
any event. 
Ills Is a romantic and In­ 
spiring story—twenty-three years of 
effort toward ore goal, during which 
he made eight successive voyages and 
faced untold hardships and dangers, 
finally to be crowned by complete suc­ 
cess. 
The achievement and the qual­ 
ities It revealed not only dignify the 
name of American, but that of man. 
Nor Is this th© only polar achieve­ 
ment of the year. 
On Feb. IO Lieuten­ 
ant E. II. Sliaekloton of the British 
navy reached a point only 111 mile 
from the south pole, which was much 
nearer than cither apex of the earth 
had been approached before that time. 
Peary’s discovery occurred one month 
and a half later. 


Other Scientific Triumphs. 


The year also ushered In lite flying 
age. 
The flight of Louis Bleriot across 
tin* English chunnel; the It helms air­ 
ship meet, in which the chief prize 
was taken by Glenn IL Curtiss, an 
American; the exploits of the Wright 
brothers, W ilbur circling the statue 
of Liberty and G rant’s tomb at New 
York and Orville ascending to a height 
of 1,000 feet iii Germany, and the cross 
country trips of Count Zeppelin In his 
Immense dirigible, carrying as many as 
twenty-seven passengers, to say noth­ 
ing of numerous feat# almost as re­ 
markable by these and other aviators, 
have awakened mankind to the con­ 
sciousness that a new mode of travel 
is here and that the dream of the ages 
has come true. 
Indeed,, tiffs makes two dreams tjirjjt 
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year, rushed forth and electrified all 
civilize! lands by the statem ent that 
he had attained the pole on April 2». 
1908. 
Skepticism appeared in certain 
quarters from the first, but the general 
public accepted Cook’s word. 
Peary. 
whose announcement of bks own ut 
talnrnent of the ninetieth degree was 
never questioned, added to the doubt 
us to Cook by cabling that his rival was 
un impostor who bad handed the public 
a “gold brick.” 
Nevertheless Cook had 
his supporters, received university de­ 
grees and honors from king and people 
in Denmark, the first land at which be 
touched, had un enthusiastic reception 
on his return to New York and was 
greeted by large and profitable houses 
on a lecture tour which he tunned! 
ately made of most of the large cities 
o f tile United States, 
iii the meantime 
Peary and his companions publishes! 
their detailed charges against Cook, 
the chief point of which was that 
Cook’s own Eskim os had repudiated 
him and said that he went but a little 
way north and was “never out o f sight 
of land.” 
Shortly afterw ard Edward 
N. Rarrill, Cook’s sole companion in a 
previous ascent of Mount McKinley, 
said In a sworn affidavit that neither 
of them had been nearer than fourteen 
miles to the ti p of that mountain. Still 
later a sea pilot and an insurance bro­ 
ker In New York swore that they had 
assisted the doctor anti fabricated as­ 
tronomical observations covering his 
polar trip at the time he was preparing 
his records to send to the Copenhagen 
university. 
At this time Conk had for­ 
warded his papers to the Danish sci­ 
entists and mysteriously disappeared. 


Settling V: e Controversy. 
Meanwhile the National Geographic 
society 
had 
examined 
Commander 
Peary’s records and had \ ted PPn a 
medal as having “reached” the p-de. 
thus leaving tim question of Cook’s al­ 
leged pre rh . still P> P.* d -'ddcd. Afb r 
th© publication of the pilot's ami bro­ 
ker’s affidavits discrediting Dr. Cook 
the society prepared to change its \ in­ 
dict and to proclaim Peary sis the "dis­ 
coverer” of the pole. 
To cap ail w a ­ 
d e decision of the University of Co­ 
penhagen that Cook presented no proof 
that he had been to Hie pole. 
The one regrettable feature of the 
affair is that so great an achievement 
should have been clouded by contro­ 
versy. 
This is all the more unfortu­ 
nate since Peary, the real hero of the 
situation, if Cook’s claim s fall, was 
drawn into the dispute and aroused 
criticism for a time by what were re­ 
garded as unchivalrous attacks on his 


have come true, for the hope o f reach­ 
ing the earth’s farthest north had also 
been before men’s sleeping und waking 
vision for centuries, und now a third 
dream is on the way to fulfillment— 
that of wedding the Atlantic and Pa­ 
cific oceans. 
True, the Panama canal 
had Its inception before 1909 and will 
reach its completion after 1909, yet it 
was during this year that President 
Elect T a ft visited the Isthmus and 
formally opened the Pacific end o f the 
big ditch, and it was during this year 
that some of the most gratifying prog­ 
ress was made on tile work and a 
definite date was fixed when it would 
bo finished and thrown open to naviga­ 
tion. 
These constitute a trinity of great ac­ 
complishments—throe of the greatest 
in tile scientific and Industrial field. 
It 
is a cause not for boasting, but, rather, 
for gratitude, that they were all done 
by Americans. 
The north pole wras 
discovered by an American, the aero­ 
plane was invented by Americans, and 
the Panama canal is belug built by 
Americans. 
Scarcely loss rem arkable as engineer­ 
ing feats were the trolley and railroad 
tunnels opened under tile Hudson river 
at New York and the Gunnison irriga­ 
tion tunnel opened by President T aft. 
Politically tho year has been mo­ 
mentous in sonic foreign countries and 
at least notable at home. 
The chief 
event was the dethronement of Abdul 
Hit mid II. iii Turkey and the triumph 
of democratic ideals and ’’onstitutlonal 
government. 
Scarcely Ii is important 
from the standpoint of progress is Hie 
British budget light, which may speed­ 
ily result iu revenue reforms, home 
rule for Ireland aud the practical aboli­ 
tion of the house of lords. 
In France 
the anti-derical movement has gone 
on, even though 
its former leader, 
Prem ier Cletnenceau, has been deposed 
from power. 
Other foreign events of 
more than pas lug note were the avert­ 
ing of threatened war in the Balkans, 
the a 
as-ination of Prince I to, the 
Japanese representative in Korea; the 
beatification of Juan of Arc, the death 
of King Leopold of Belgium, a rule! 
who had gained almost as unsavory 
a reputation as Abdal Hamid, ami the 
execution o f Professor Francesco Fer­ 
rer, a Spanish liberal, which event 
raised a storm of protest throughout 
the world and drove Hie Spanish min­ 
istry from power. 


The New Administration. 
In America the chief political events 
were Hie transfer of the presidency 


from Theodore R oo tie veil Fe W illiam 
H. T a ft aud the passage of the Payne 
Aldrich bill, the first revision of the 
tariff in twelve years. 
From Its in­ 
fluence on the future, one of the most 
potable features of the tariff fight was 
the development of the "insurgent” 
group of senators aud representative-; 
in the Republican party, a movement 
that still exists in the regular session, 
although the tariff bill is long since a 
law. 
Another outgrowth of tile now 
administration is a conflict over the 
Roosevelt policy of conservation of nat­ 
ural resources and is popularly known 
as the Pinchot-Balllnger controversy, 
consisting in the main of charges that 
the secretary o f tile interior is i>er- 
mittlng valuable coal lands and water 
power sites to pass from the control of 
tho government into that of private 
capitalists. 
Tile most recent political 
event of note was the decision of the 
United States circuit court dissolving 
the Standard Oil trust. 
The year has seen the gradual re­ 
sumption of prosperity and has been 
gratifyingly free from serious natural 
disasters * r financial failures.

States and tile Monterey flood In Mex­ 
ico have been the chief catastrophes. 
in the tailor world there have lieoti 
minor strikes, but no serious disturb­ 
ance except that at McKees Rocks, 
l ’a. 
The gravest event of the year to 
labor was the . onfirmatlon of tho Jail 
sentences for contempt of court against 
Samuel Gompers, John Mitchell and 
Frank Morrison, the three chief otti- 
ciuls of the American federation. 
American naval annals have record­ 
ed the completion of the notable battle­ 
ship cruise around the world, the com 
missioning of the tirst American Dread 
noughts, the Delaware and North Da­ 
kota, and the reform s which may mean 
tile practical ending of the naval ring 
in Washington. 


From Festival to Death. 
Tile year lins been rich in celebra­ 
tions. 
Centenaries have been held of 
the birth of Lincoln, Darwin, Tenny­ 
son, Poe, Holmes, Gladstone and oth­ 
ers and of the death o f Thom as Paine. 
The Alaska-Yukon-Pacific exposition, 
the IIudson-Fulton celebration, the tor 
centenary of the discovery of Lake 
Champlain, the Portola festival aud 
others have made 1909 a gala time in 
America. 
Death likewise has been busy. 
It is 
impossible to give more than a few 
names of famous ones who have pass

SELF BAILING, VERY BUOYANT 


W ith motor life saving boats the re­ 
markably small percentage of lives 
lost at sea will be m aterially reduced, 
say the life saving experts. 


C an Be Put O ut In W o rst Storm s. 
The Atlantic coast, and especially 
the section around Cai>e Cod, is the 
most 
ngerous part of the seaboard 
o f the United States. 
When a storm is raging and the an­ 
gry white tops of immense waves are 
driven before tile gale with all tbs 
siloed of bullets the work o f the lift. 
saving crews is perilous in the ex­ 
treme. 
When tile red glare of the 
Ceston signals lights up the beaches 
and the riot o f surf, telling the sur 
rounding stations that a boat is doom­ 
ed. the crew which goes out ti* Hie 
rescue throws itself into the very jaws* 
of death. 
Often the lifeboat is lifted like a cork 
when tin* crew attempt to launch it 
and tossed back on the beach again 
Sometimes the boat 
is successfully 
launched through the breakers only to 
find that the onshore wind is so strong 
that it is impossible to make headway 
against it. 
Such an experience as this is Impos 
slide for a boat like the Ida Lewis. 
If 
is true that she is too large and heavy 
to be taken out of the w ater when 
she is not in use. 
Site must be anchor 
od in a sheltered spot. 
Under the lee 
of Brontops Point is tin ideal anchor 
age, aud here the Ida Lewis will lie ai 
all times. When the occasion calls, her 
crew will tumble out from their quar 
ters and put out to lier. Thou there ii 
no gale strong enough and no waves 
high enouglt to prevent her from go­ 
ing straight out to sea.

ordinary lifeboat will be quite pos­ 
sible for the Ida Lewis. 
And in addi­ 
tion to being able to put out in the 
worst storms she will do so without 
exhausting her crew for the supreme 
struggle of life saving. 


M onum ent to the Real Ida Lew is. 
The Brentou’s Point life savers e n ­ 
forced to cover a large territory, ami 
the Ida Lewis will be particularly web 
come to them on that account.

Ida Lew is will shove up into the teeth 
c f any gale without any hesitation, au­ 
tomatically freeing herself from tin* 
tons of water which crash down upon 
lier by means of her self balling setti' 
pers. 
Any storm which can be breast­ 
ed by an ocean liner can be breasted 
by the Ida Lewis, say the members of 
her crew. 
Tile Ida Lewis will stand tis a monu­ 
ment to the real Ida Lewis, the hero­ 
ine c f tin* Lime Ib*ek light, and no­ 
where Is Ii r name more venerated 
than at P.renton’s P int. tile only life 
saving station to build a lifeboat me­ 
morial to her deeds.

on the southern etui of the island of 
Rhode Island. Is the proud possessor 
of this new lifeboat, and in the Ida 
Lewis the Brenton’s Point crew pre­ 
dict that they will make rescues which 
I have never been equaled since 1870. 


Bu ilt of M a h o g a n y . 
The Ida Lewis is constructed, through­ 
out her entire length of thirty six feet, 
of mahogany. 
W ith her extra space 
she will be able to do much better and 
more eflfe< th e work. 
Her six cylinder 
engines 
develop 
thirty-eight 
horse­ 
power. 
S<» great is her buoyancy that 
slit* could be cut into seven pieces and 
each one of the seven pieces would 
remain afloat. 
She is self righting and self bailing. 
Along her keel she carries I,-ISO pounds 
of gun metal, while to her bottom are 
attached seventy copper tanks. Seven 
air tight com partments make ii im­ 
possible for her to be sunk, even 
though lier skin be punctured below 
the self bailing scuppers. 
The adoption o f motor power by life­ 
saving crew s means a great saving 
of human strength tit a time when it 
is sorely needed. 
The statistics of the 
W ashington office show that on an av­ 
erage the life o f a human being is 
saved from shipwreck every ninety 
minutes along the shores of the United 
States. 
In 1907 5,300 lives were im­ 
periled, but only twenty-nine persons 
were drowned out of forty-nine ves­ 
s e l, which were completely destroyed.
